SUIT FOR LIBKL. 



ftlleced to have bG?n Guslained by plaintiff in 
CQDsequCDCo of the publication of an alleged 
libellona article by defendants in the Daily 
Colonist Newspaper on the 2d of October 

1U31. 

'I'ho plaintiff, inatruoted by Mr Bishop, ap- 
potticJ in poraoo, the Attorney Ganoral 
and Mr McOreight, instructed by Mcsars 
Pearkes & Graon, appeared for the defendant. 
The following is a copy of the alleged libol, 

TlIK T!{AIT0HR AND THKIH CUAIllMAN. 

EniToiia Colonist & Ciihonici.i: : — I am 
surprised that both yon and your able cor- 
respondunia, in dealing with ttio p .rtieg who 
. toolc part in the meeting of Saturday night, 
bave-not thonght it worib your while to even 
allude to the position occupied by the chair- 
man of Iho third meeting — the notorious 
Charles liedforJ Young — tho man who, in my 
opinion, wo have to thank for much ol tho 
mischief and troascn now developing itaelf 
in our midsl. As for RlcC'iuro, no is a iniiiJ- 
mou — not worth the powder and shot neces^a- 
ary to blow him to perdition. He is merely 
an instrnmont in the handa of Young and 
others of his kidney, who thrust him forward 
while they (as AloCluro complained on 
Saturdoy) aloal olY and hide in dark conior-i, 
to escape responsibility. The coiiiluct of 
Youns in the chair was most disgraceful 
lie could sit and bear seditious language. 
Tbere was nothing insnlting to bis loyalty 
ot his s If •respect in tlial. Ob, no ! And 
when the preamble and resolution wore put 
in his hands, ho did not call tho mover to 
order. Not ho ! On tho contrary, although 
be tried to look impartial, one could not 
help seeing that ha was in favor of them. 
Bat wbcti Mr Oocbrane came forward, and 
gave the traitors a scalding, it waa a pleasure 
to see the old reprobate wioce and writhe in 
bis seat, and finally rise and rebuke Coch* 
rano for insulting tlio previous speaker and 
Ihe cbuir, as though a man who could utter 
traitorous sentiments, and anocher who could 
listen to them, could bo insulted 1 Mr 
Charles Bedford Young may imagine that he 
can stand on both sides of this Anuosation 
fence at the same time ; but his seditious 
language in tho Assembly, and hia conduct 
in the chair on Saturday night, stamp him a* 
a mauvais sttjct, if not as a traitor to his 
country. Mr iCditor, this is strong language; 
but there are times when every loyal man 
ma^t denounce treason in whatever shape it 
may appear — whether in tho illfavored face 
and rickety figure of "Monitor," or in the 
more comely features and elegant form of 
Leonard McClure.

The following named gentlemen were 
sworn in as a special jury and to try the 
Oanse : James Bisselt, Uustav Sutro, Wm. 
CSiifken, Jeremiah Nagle, Matthew T. Johu" 
ston, Thos.N. Qibben, John Wilkio, David 
Leneveu | Mr Bissott was appointed fore- 
man. 

The plaintifl opened the case for hiin?elf. 
He said that he hud brought >hu suit against 
the defendants who wero the ostensible 
proprietors and aciuiil publishers of a paper 
known as thp Daily Hkitisu Colonist, be- 
cause they deolinod to give up the name nf 
the author of tho luliolc signed ''Loyalist." 

The plaintiff then read tlio declaration and 
the plena of the defendants, and proceeded 
to say that the publication of the article com- 
plained of Was caused by his (Young's) con- 
testing the right of Mr Higgins' (ather-in- 
law to a peat in llio Assembly ; he claimed to 
have apsisted Jliijgiiis Sc Long in a hundred 
ways, mid had aciually solicited ailverlise- 
inonts iind i-ubticripiions to keep their pa[)er 
going, lie bad also benetilted the paper by 
vritinflT articles over (be signatore ot 'iHlonitor ' 
Mr Young concluded with a most iode- 
ceul allusion to a natural defect OD the 
forehead of Mr Green, one of the solicitors 
for the defendants. 

Robert Bishop produced a copy ol the 
CoLOiNisT AND CuaoMCLE of Oetobcr '2, 1800. 
in which the alleged libel appeared— stated 
to be published by Higgins, Long & Co., at 
Victoria, Y. I.; saw the defendant Higgins, 
after getting the paper, and delivered to him 
a letter dutoanding tho munc of the author of 
the offensive communication. 

Counsel for ttin dofendaoia claimed that the 
publication had not fioen proved by the 
plaintitf ; the (Joutt ruled that the evidence 
was sulBcient to establish & prima facie case 
of publication. 

The alleged libol waa then read by the 
uflicer of llio Oiurt. 

Dr lldmckcn aworn — fLvaiuioed by .Mr 
Young — I was .Speaker of the late House of 
Assuuibly ; 1 daro i.\y I may have read tho 
letter aigued Loyalist ; it left no impreHsiun 
on my mind ; it made ue laugh (laughter) ; 1 
formed do opinion about yon at all (laughter); 
cannot say that it ia ap|)lioablo tu call ymi 
reprobate or to nay thai yuu inci'.o olliur.s to 
treason ; I do not see or hear what tiike-i 
place in thn Asseiiibiy ; don't think you di'- 
Borved to bu l.-\xod with treason in tlio ll.iuse 
as 1 should have stopped you had I heard 
treason spoken ; have known you since 1853;

Mr \''oung — h means a per.son lost to honor 
and virtue. 

Witness — Ob! I do uot know whether you 
are virtuous [laughter]; I never knew you do 
aiiythitig dishonorable. 

Cro(iSr.o.\amined by Mr Wood — If I bad 
beard as Speaker ol the lloubc of Aisomlily 
any treason 1 hIiouUI have cheeked it ami 
ordered such person into cnstody ; overy 
luombcr lakes the Constiuitional oath with liig 
seot ; reports of proceeilinga of the Asaeinhly 
in the papers are ufteu incorrcol, that is to 
say, they noeossarily only give the substance 
ol what tukua plueo. 

By Mr Young— The reports are often one 
sided ; they must ho so. 

Dr Trimble, swiirn — I'l.vaniinod by Mr 
Young — 1 1 ave kiur.vn yon Minco '51 in Cali 
Jornia; road letter produood ; always consid- 
ered you a loyul British subject ; have always 
thought you honorable and straightforward ; 
the letter is rather sevoro ; I do not think it 
is j ustitiablo ; never lieivrd you utter treason 
in the Assembly : your conduct was very 
fair in tbo House. 

Mr C B Youiu/, s^votn — I am tho paper 
ciirrespondiitit known as Monitor; on iny 
oatli I declare that I never altenijited ti- iii- 
tlueneo Mr McChire in nny way e.veept (xsr- 
baps by dissanading hirn from holding that 
meeting ; betore the meeting I waa asked by 
hitn to act na chairman, but positively refused: 
was also Obkod to move n rosolutiori and de- 
cline' ; went to the nicuting n.i a flpcotulor 
nnd sal nl the back part of the bo.v ; wlion 
1 thought the meeting was at an end I loft ^ 
Ibe box ; I wos met by Mr I''ell in tho pit 
who told mo to Blop,aa tlio meeting; wan not 
over yet ; buforo 1 could sit, down I was 
uuanimdUflly asked to take the chair ; refused 
until urged ; said that I should give a fair 
boating to uvetyboiiy and should not uct if I 



here proceeding to relor to a 
legal authority on libels and was chocked by 
tbo Judge, who said there was no doubt uf 
the law. 

Cross examined by Mr Wood — I don't 

know my age, I am about (JO, waa christened 
at G years of ago ; am a British pubject, born 
in London, christonod in Dartford, and edu» 
catud at Merchant Taylor's ; left England 
an adult, went to Cuba and then to Jamaica; 
lived thofB ten years ; went to Mexico in 
1840 with a steamer bought at Glasgow, 
and traded to England ; went to Califor- 
nia in '49, never bejamo an Anioriean citi- 
zen ; never renounced my allegiance or took 
allegiance to any other country, though 
have acted as such as a juror on several cic- 
oasions, aa foreigners are hero; they said I 
WQ9 a b— — y Britisher, and wanted to seo 
my papers; I said people were not born with 
papers in their mouths ; I- did my duty nobly 
at the risk of my life aa an American citizen; 
never did nnylliing to deprive my.self of niy 
rights as a British subject ; aekiiou ledged 
having writt n a letter published in a San 
Francisco paper produced by dofondauls — 
that letter does not qualify anything I have 
slated; I believe partly in the Bible, partly 
in the New Testament : I go to church ; ani 
a Unitarian ; bolieve that Jesus Ctiri,=t was 
the gr atost Divine teacher that uvei- livrii ; 
(.eny the nssenion that I am a liabiluul u-e 
of blasphemous, immoral, or ub.cceiie lan- 
guage ; have been in company wliero 1 ha'.e 
been compelled to request that tho conver- 
sation might assume a difierent coaracter ; 
never dined with Mr Bushton, be never said 
that my conduct waa bo diegusting that bo 
declined to sit with ino ; (,'apt Doane never 
made tho samu remark, 1 made the remark 
that I wished to God the convursaliun would 
assume a literary character; .Mr Xutlall 
aud others o^eJ to have tho most dis- 
gusting converaatioo about squaws, and I 
wished to heaven that they would talk obout 
something else ; may have had intimacy 
with squawj, but never boasted of it, never 
had with any young one — it is as tal.ie as b — I; 
was at the treasury to present a claim, tho 
Governor endorsed my claim, in what I 
thought a most vindictive acd unbecoming 
manner, (witness read the endorsement); tliu 
claim was for a telegram sent by the House 
of A.=aembly for which I paid ; I did 
not see the Governor ; I did not Bhake 
my fist or etick at him ; I did not 

call him a ; never used the word ; 1 did 

swear ; did not sweor I would kick his ; 

I said I would kick him ; I was very much 
exasperated ; I then left the place ; reinem-. 
ber writing a letter to Mr Morris (leitor pro- 
duced) ; am not ashamed of it ; it is not Ihe 
language I generally use, except when deal- 
ing with ruffians ; I have written under other 
signatures besides Monitor ; may bavo writ- 
ten under the Bigiiature ot Audax ; as there 
is a God above, 1 never boasted to Mr Hoc 
ris of my success among young squaws ; I 
took the usual oath as a member ot the As* 
sembly ; I bolieve in Ihe ultimate destiny of 
tins country, and in the Monroe doctrine 
t^wullowiiig up the whole of British North 
America ; I do not wish one way or the 
other ; i will tell the desires of my heart to 
the Almighty, not to you ; it is not my desire 
to annex this Colony to the United States or 
to see it annexed ; I believe it would promote 
the interests of tho Colony, but have no de- 
sire for or against; ray interests hero are 
small ; there was some exoitemeut about 
Fenians when the Alert was stationed off the 
harbor, and an anticipation that something dis- 
agreeable might happen ; my speeches in the 
House at that time were certainly not in favor 
of aijiiexatiun ; I ttalod that it was one of 
tho ways of gelling (lopnlalion ; have corn- 
plained often that the newspaper reports wero 
one-sided and incorrect; 1 have heard o 
great many, members of the House included, 
who have said that tbey would like to sre 
this Colony annexed to the United Slates ; J 
have heard that members ol the Council even 
I .Mr Finlaysoii) would like to see it; Mr 
iVuttall Wis druuk when ho ciunoiinciid ine 
as a rebel, and .saiil that I had never boon 
to England ; he afterwards apologised ; 
he may have denounced me as a traitor ; he 
called Jje Howe and everybody a traitor ; I 
did not conaitler anything disloyal that passed 
at tho meeting; it wa.n orderly tit lirnt, but 
confused at tho end ; I think tliu right ol 
petition belongs to an Knt'lishman ; remem- 
ber Ca|)lain Stamp beii.g called up'ju tu 
preside; do not remember bis sayinf; thai 
the meeting was disloyal to the old flag; 1 
put the main features of Mr .MoOlore's reso- 
lutions to the meeting ; .Mr Layzoll, I think, 
seeondoil it; I don't ihiiik .Mr Ciiebrane iK'- 
iiouneed the whole nieoting as disloyal, only 
.Mr McClure or the pniinoters of it ; I diiir'l 
think .Mr .McClurt! u.-ed dinloyal iaiigiiage ; I 
did not bear all he said ; I had nut theslighl- 
ust idea of any remarks having bocn made 
about force or carrying things with a high 
hand ; there was souiotliing aluiiit the liishdj) 
lenctiii^' moiiry at usury, and about .Mr I'oeti- 
rane being a liuui-bailill ; I thought it nutbiiig 
iiioro llian r 'taliation ; it was impropor lan- 
yiiage, but not calo lated lo create a breach 
i»f the peace, so I did not stop it; (lutier 
publiHhed in Eoening lelegrapk, signed An- 
da.\, was here handed to witness] ; the -eii- 
tiiiienlH '.vore then initio ; I still (>iit"rtai:i ihe 
HaiUf .■-entiiiii'iiis, that il we are to bo euor-ij- 
erod as llio derrlici of natiiiii's wd hail hettiT 
go to some other llovornmonl ; 1 liavo lent 
.Mr IIpoc»iiis money at current rates of inter- 
est; I gave him hundreds of articles, went 
round lor subacribera, gave him advertise. 
inentH, etc ; I could name hundreds ol people 
who told mu that they look tlio paper only 
for my articles ; my friend l>r Trimble, lur 
nnu told me so; Mr .MoUann, Dr Dickson, 
and .Mr Fell told me they thoutiht the libi l 
,»candaloua ; never knew anything about .Mi 
MeCanu's Nenliments ; he told mo he had 
thrashed Higgins several times, but it was no 
use J to show that Mr Morris could not en- 
tertain a very bud opinion of me, he invited 
me to his liuuao frequently at a time nlum 
he had two marriageable daughters, nnd no 
objection waa raised to me ; I do consider that 
England is a declining power. 

II a Honor — I have no doubt the power of 
England will .snrvivo oven the opinion of Mr 
Young I slight applauRoJ. 

The plainiill was here permitted to olTar 
explanations on maltora arising out of the 
crusd-exaiuiualion.

Cross examined — Never noticed anvthing 
illfavored and rick-ety about .Mr Young; 
never noticed .Mr McClure's handsome face 
or erect figure ; never examined hia anatomy 
(laughter) ; witness was here examined 
in regard to his political sentiments and said 
he was born in Ireland and was unfortunately 
a British subject, but intended to leavo by 
tbi! Aiilerson nnd become a naturalized 
Aineric'iui ; wasiipposed to tyranny in nny 
shape ;ili(l not think there was any tyranny 
in this Uoveriiinenl where the Governor had 
tbo choice of nearly all tho representatives ; 
thought il a very nice place and the people 
very nice people; did not care what the 
Government was like or what became of the 
country as be was about to leave il. Be- 
lieved ho could belter himself and not bo so 
heavily taxed. 

James Carswdl — Knew that Monitor wos 
tho plaintiff — Hud known him for Boino 
years iotimately; had nothing to say against 
bis character; iMr Young was always well 
rocoived among the ladies; did not consider 
him rickety or ill favored. Took tho 
paper for tho sake of Monitor's artiolea. 

11. C. Cnurtncii, also knoxv Monitor lo bo 
C, B. Young. 

This closed th'' plaintill's caso. 
The Attorney (-eaoral then ably addressed 
the Jury on behalf ot the detendanta, and

do ptraonal violence to the Governor, because 
till! latter roliiseil to pay him an uceonnt fur 

II legraidiing cerlniii resolutions to Kngland. 
The Altoniey (jon.jral tl.eii appealed to tho 
jury to note the luct that the plaintiff — the 
luan who could oomo before them and ask 
for damages for having been told that he pos- 
sessed a rickety figure and an ill-favored 
laep — had actually allnded to a natural de- 
lect nil .Mr CiieiMi'.s bill lira I in ternis that 
could only have emanated from the tongue ol 
a blaekiTiiard. The address created a marked 
sen.-atioii in the rooin. 

The following letters, the authorship of 
which bad been ackDowledged by Young, 
were then put in evidsuco : 

Citizens of Sa.v Francisco:—! cnll upon 
yon as such, since it is assumed ibat I have 
no right to address you as feUow citizens,\o 
give your attention to the charges brought 
against roe, us a member of the lute Grand 
Jury of the Court of Quarter Sessions, in the 
Herald uf tbi« morning, and lo my answers 
thereto : 

1st— That I and Hervey Sparks, Grand 
Jurors, were prosecutors against the defen- 
dants. 

In rep'y I will simply ask, if all Grand 

Jurors are not prosecutors? And I will 

furthor ask, if il is usual for persons accused 
btlore gtaiid juries, to have declared defend- 
ers ! Mr Sparks, Mr Van Allen, and iny- 
sell were appoii^led a cnmmittee to investi- 
gate tbo lisoal affairs of the county and 
city, Mr Van Allen excused himself on 
account of his multifarious business. Mr 
Sparks nnd myself wore also appointed a 
oominitiee to obtain evidence relative to fij- 
cal allairs, and I was appointed lo examine 
the wituesse?, as it was ttiiiugbt I could ex- 
tract more from unwilling ones than other 
jjurors. Is there anything in those pusitiona 
derogatory lo the character of a Grand Juror? 

2ad— That I. being empanelled and acting 
as a Grand Juror, w.is a witness fur the 
prosecution upou the chargei iiroferred against 
the defendant. 

lu answer, I say, I wa.s called upon to give 
iny evidence which amounted to nothing. 

3rd — I'bal Charles B. Young had pro. 
viously formed and expressed a decided opio-" 
100, thai the dcieiidunt was guilty of the of- 
leiiees for which he is now hold to answer. 

In answer, I say that I and a multitude of 
eitizeiis of S.in Francisco, have oxfiressed 
the opinion tlmt there must be something 
very wrong in the fiscal departtneni ol the 
city, but I do Bolemnly declare that I have 
not been actuated tiy anv maluvolence to- 
wards .Mr I'.jivie piT-onally, n»r any one 
else. I loiikeil to the ulliee, and if my dear- 
est Iri'Miil or bioii.er had beun the incuni- 
bont, I .sboul.l have art -ii an 1 h.ive dono. 

■itii. As ro the charge about John Crane, 
which might indirectly affect roe as a fellow 
grand juror, I will state that Mr Crane, alter 
he hail been nominated Clerk of Iho Board 
ol Aldoriniiii, was rotpiested lo ask the 
Jiiilije to ileliiie lii.s position lelativo to the 
Gr.iiid Jury, and .Mr Crane hiniaelf nays that 
till' .liid;,'e told him, if thoro waa a ipioriiiii 
without him ho had no necessity to attend. 
This looks a little unlike being unlawfully 
excluded by his fellow jurors. 

rnli — -That I am not a citizen of the 
United Stales, I will give my authority, at 
least, for acting as one : 1 am tbo son of 
Charles B. Young, a nativo American, ol 
the firm that ex sled inmiy years since, in 
Baltimore, of Buchanan &, Y'ouog ; 1 was 
born in London, England, during the per- 
manent existence of the said Qrcn in Balti- 
more, nnd thii 'eiiipirary absence of my 
lather from it ; a a proof several of my bro- 
thers and hi-tei wi rn born in Baltimoro. 
On Col. Collu'.s I .iiiing these facts, inciden- 
tally, at table, at i.,(i end ol '-19 or beginning 
of '50 " he declared that by law I was as much 
a eiiizao of the United States aa he waH." 
Anil 1 declared that from that day I would 
avail niysell'of tho privile_'i!, which thus lar 
has briMi 10 spend si.x or eight iiionlbs of my 
lime as gr.iiid and petty juror ! But 1 think 
1 can, wilhont vanity, niiilert.iko to say, thai 
1 liive nol disgraced the proiiil title 1 have 
iissumed. And as I solonuily declare belore 
God and men that I have always sought the 
i;ooil of this country, irrespective of personal 
iiitern-t, or nrcjildice, 1 hope that Iho charg- 
I'S l)roiii,'iit against ine, .so far from lower- 
ing mo in their estimation, will convince the 
eilizens of San Francisco, that 1 bavo done 
no more than my duty, and ihat, wiielher I 
am or am nut a citizen, (which I claim to 
I e.) 1 am entitled to their countenance and 
pioteciiou, for I will not allow my faithful 
public duties lo be tortured into personalities.

Alfred JVadd'uii/ton—Swurn, nnd examined 
by .Vr Young — Have known you intimately 
since lti53; 1 rtiad the arlliole in qucsliun, 
my iinpteasion Waa that it waa rather severe, 
in Inut, not merited. Our conversation was 
varioil but generally on litorary oiibjunts; 
I ehould certainly not call you a loprobate or 
a traitor ; You bavo u little lumoueHS, hut I 
do not cill you rickety or that there is anyr 
thing ill favored iu your countenanoo ; I 
do not oonsider tho language proper or ju;it ; 
I have known you to be kind and charitable 
thuugb you( language is sometimes incisive.

Sill, — So you have thought proper, at last, 
to [lay me what yon owed me, or rather pari 
(it it — -for you could not help clioating a

your moan, cowardly throat to trump up an

J.J. Cochrane sworn — Was at the famous 
annexation meeting ; 1 coDsidured the lan- 
guage used by .MctJIure advieing tho people lo 
leavo the Crown and annex Ihcmselvea to the 
States as dialoyal, during the meeting proper; 
when Mr Leigh and Capt. Stamp wero 
chairmen, tliero was nothing disloyal. Do 
not remember the reason assigned by Capt 
Stamp for leaving the Chair ; tho eas was 
then turned off nnd most people left ; I 
rolurned having heard that tho meeting was 
resumed and that Mr .McClure was speaking 
and tho chair occupied by ,Mr C. B. Young; 
In the f rst part of the meeting Mr McClure 
confined liiniiiell to rociprocty, aftorwards tu 
annexation when ho liuiMhuil speaking, J 
went forward and spoke against it. My ro' 
marks were correctly reported in the Colonist 
(report read). Mr McClure did not reply to 
my arguments but retorted by calling Bishop 
Hills a usurer who turntd pn(,r women into 
tb'i slreots and niyeoll a bum baiiiO. Mr 
Y'uung allowed these sta'einenH tu be made 
without any hindranco ; 1 slii|)piul lotward 
and said any man who makes these htate- 
meulg lies ; Mr Young immediately rose and 
said he should not allow me to proceed. 
Uosolution (produced and read) was read by 
Mr .McCluro and put to tbe meeting by Mr 
Young. 

Cross c.xnmiiird by Mr Young — Am agent 
for the owner ol the theatre; 1 let it for a meet- 
ing to consider tho condition of the Colony ; 
ib(!re was some diffioulty with a married wo- 
man about n house ; she was not bed ridden, 
as she came down stairs ; a door was forced 
open, hut not of the private dwelling; tho 
property waa sold under a iiiorigago, with 
which the Bi,sho[) had nothing whatovcr to 
do. I certainly did not cotnnienco the alter- 
cation with Mr McClu.e. You paused after 
the speaker and asked if anyone wanted to 
speak ; you paused lor sometime before pol- 
ling the resolutions ; you decideilly acted 
with partiality by allowing .Mr .MeClure to 
finiah all ho had to say, and stoppiog me in 
my reply. 

.Mr Young— Oh I beg your pardon, I did 
not. (laugbior) 

I knew nothing about annexation when I 
let the theatre to Mr MoOlure, as ho told me 

it waa 10 consider the condition of tbo Colony, 
John Morri.^ sworn — I'rodueed letter da- 
tod April, 'GO, which bo received Irora dcfen- 
dimt ; had p ruviously been on intimate torms;

sation that ihe intimacy was broken off. 

Witness was cross examined in retoronce 
10 former favors rendered by tbe plaintill to

J'J iMatlandainc sworn — Examined by Mr 
McCreight — I was at tho meeting of the 29th 
September; Mr McClure moved three resolu- 
tions; the last of which proposed annexation 
to the United Status; witness stated what 
took place at the meeting, which corroborated 
the evidoiico ol the previous witness ; Capt. 
Stamp left ihe chair with some remark about 
persons being present who did nol respect 
the old flag and be therefore dissolved the 
meeting. 

Mr Young cross examined the wifnens, but 
oliclleil nothing material. 

li Rii^/ilijti sworn — Ex.niiiined by .AitoriU'V 
(ieneral — I am eub- accountant of the Bauic 
of British Coliunbia, have known Mr Young 
by sight since '(12 ; In 03 we had a mass of 
5 or G nt McUouell's restaurant, nnd Mr 
Y'oung was chairman ; on otio occasiou he 
used what I considered blaspbomoua hinguage 
and 1 remonslraiod, saying if he repeated 
such language 1 should leave the table. 
Could not recall tho words. 

Crosa-examined — I do not remember any 
blasphemy except on that occasion, and did 
uot hen know that you were a Unitarian. 

E II. JacksDii, swum — lu'iiuinbcr .Mr 
Young coming with an aeeoimt to tbo Troaa 
ury iin.l calling tbo Governor a d — d Bcouil- 
drol , he ti on went outside with a slick, which 
be lljurished towards the Governor's window ; 
be used a great many words which I do nut 
remember ; his conduct was very violent. 

Ali'x. IFii/.'.oUi s .vorii — I am Preasurer ol 
Vancouver Island : I remember .Mr Young 
presenling his account ; 1 told him 1 could 
not pay it without aiilhoriiy ; ho upjieured 
iiiucli ineen.-ed at being incjnvoniLiu'i.'d ; I 
look tho trouble to send tbe account over and 
handed it to him with the Governor'a endorse- 
ment on it ; he used several oaths, threatened 

to kick thfi I'lOv.Tiioi's tbo first time he 

iii';l tuni , In: s. vore iii iro or \^'^, all the time, 
ami coiuliicled hini.>i< If very improperly ; can- 
not ri'inembcr all llm wonis used, t)ut ho was 
swearing generally; ho went tui, and ap- 
peared to bu shaking bis stick aud bill at the 
Governor's window ; housed suoh foul words 
that I did not corry thoin in my mind ; hia 
mind ajipeared to be disoa»ed. 

Cnpl. I)oiuic~\ was present and heard 
some niipleasaiil co.'ivorsaiion in the Ocoi- 
neiilal. .lose|ih llosvo v/as said to be an au- 
uexuiioiiisl ; Mr Nultall said if bo was he 
was a traitor.
